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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representatives discussed proposed amendments to 
claims including a "dynamically configurable" data path and the testing output data-path being "dedicated to cyclic 
redundancy checksum (CRC) output data". Applicants stated that these limitations did not appear to be in the prior art. 
The Examiner stated that the testing output data path dedicated to CRC output data appeared to read over the Sebaa 
reference since the data path in Sebaa had multiple purposes; however, the Examiner stated that there would be some 
minor consideration over whether the data path was dedicated to CRC analysis at the time that it was configured for 
CRC analysis .
